The above expenditures have been increased by the purchase 
of a lot of standing wood of Mr. Pevare at a cost of $goo. 
The expense of fuel included in the above report was not in- 
curred for payment for wood obtained from the new purchase. 
We are confident it in be a great saving in the cost of fuel in 
time to come. 

The increased expenses for the support of paupers the past 
year is due in part to the abolishment of town settlements prior 
to 1860. As was reported last year, more than a hundred 
paupers by the abolition of said act were thrown upon the 
county for support. This step relieved the towns, but increased 
the burdens of the county. The said act virtually abolishes all 
town settlements, as few persons who demand aid have gained, 
or will gain, a settlement since 1860, because such individuals 
contrive either to avoid taxation or secure the abatement of 
their taxes. 

The long-continued depression of all kinds of business has 
also greatly increased the pauper expenses. Probably at no 
time since the organization of the county have all branches of 
business been so severely depressed as at the present time. 
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Many who lived the past year without aid have been obliged 
to apply for help the present. Upon the revival of business it 
is hoped and expected that most of these persons who have 
been aided through town authorities will again provide for them- 
selves, but until business becomes more prosperous the pauper 
expense through this source must be very heavy. 

The law authorizing the assignment of a person’s wages for 
a debt, we think, operates injuriously upon the prosperity of 
the county and bestows no equivalent benefits upon any indi- 
vidual. A great number in large villages depend upon their 
daily labor for sustenance, and not unfrequently the expenses of 
such persons exceed their income because they have not lived 
as prudently as the majority of the tax-payers. Inashort time 
individuals of this class‘become burdened with debts and can 
get trusted no longer. The creditors of this class compel them 
to assign to themselves their wages till their debts are canceled 
and they are thus compelled to apply to and receive. aid from 
the county. The existence, therefore, of such a law compels 
the county to pay the debts of its own poor. We believe if 
this law. was abolished it would save the county hundreds of 
dollars yearly, and injure no person who exercises ordinary 
care in the transaction of business. 


The repairs upon the farm-buildings the last year have been 
extensive and the expenses large.: The lower floor in the wash- 
room, by being constantly wet, had so decayed that it was 
rendered unsafe. We have put in new sills and floors, and a 
brick basement with a cemented bottom, into which the wash- 
ing has been removed. 

The old white-house, so called, occupied by the demented 
poor, has been repaired ‘by building a new lower floor and 
brick basement, in which has been built suitable bathing-rooms. 
These repairs were not only needed for convenience and com- 
fort, but were absolutely necessary to render the buildings suit- 
able to be occupied at all. 

Mr. and Mrs. G. S. Rowell still have charge of the alms- 
house, and time confirms the truthfulness of the remark in last 
year’s report, that they are well suited to perform the duties 
which their situation imposes upon them. 
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A school has been in operation the past year under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. M. Stevens, who has conducted it with’ability. 

Religious services have also been holden once in two weeks 
at the alms-house, conducted by the chaplain, A. H. Martin. 

The sanitary condition of the inmates has been very good 
the past year. See physician’s report. 

The court expenses the last year have also been very large, 
on account of long sessions and the second trial of La Page. 
When the report of last year was made up, the county had paid 
more than $4500, to which should be added nearly $1500, for 
the expense of: the first trial. The two trials of this criminal 
will cost the county nearly $13,000.
